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Continuation of 5. Applicant's reply has overcome the following rejection(s): rejections of claims 3, 4, and 16-19 under 35 USC 103(a) are 
withdrawn. Claims 3 and 4 are objected to as being dependent on rejected parent claims, but would be allowable if rewritten in 
independent form including ail the limitations of the parent claims. Claims 16-19 are currently in allowable form. 

Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Claim 1 is still rejected as being unpatentable 
over Marmaropoulos in view of Minyard et al. Applicant argues that Minyard does not describe, "a control unit controlling said actuator unit 
to dynamically synchronize the movement of the monitor with the image information displayed on the monitor." The Examiner contests 
that Minyard teaches exactly this. Minyard column 10 lines 42-67 and column 1 1 lines 1-13 describes a monitor that is rotated by a motor 
when processing logic indicates that the current image can be optimally displayed if the monitor is rotated to an alternate orientation. The 
processing logic dictates that the monitor should be rotated when it detects that the image information is not ideally displayed, this is 
considered a control unit controlling an actuator unit to dynamically synchronize the movement of the monitor with the image information 
displayed on the monitor. 
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
